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best. For seven years It has 
stood close to Industry, Tri- 
umph, Crown Bob, White 
Smith. Smith’s Improved, 
Downing, and a dozen other 
(English) sorts, and while 
all these have mildewed more 
or less In leaf and fruit, 
mildew has never yet ap- 
peared on Red Jacket. We 
need this gooseberry .which can , 
be grown In our own country, 
to take the place of Industry, : 
which mildews so much that 
neither plants nor fruit can be 
grown except occasionally in 
I a very few localities in Amer- | 
lea, which is the reason why 
j most Industry plants are im- 
I ported from England by our 
nurserymen. 
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
